Dusty Coppage tossed his hands up. 
“Good luck back East!" New neighbor 
Tom Rockwood, squatting on the slab 
concrete driveway, acknowledged the 
farewell but Mel Lacher kept to his 
man-of-few-words image -and said 
nothing. Terry Dorsch emptied his coke 
can while Dusty leaped the steps and 
scurried away. A Triumph, stripped to 
its guts n the operating table in Ron 
Bonner's garage, laid exposed before an 
anxious Dorsch. 

Time, the uncontrollable item, was 
moving and Terry was working closely 
to schedule. In less than six hours this 
machine, plus one other still untouched 
sitting in a corner, was to be loaded up 
and transported on the long haul to 
Louisville and other Nationals. Time 
was running thin. 

It was early evening; the lip of the 
local hills had not yet hidden the 
defused rays of the warm San Fernando 
Valley sun. Time out was soon over and 
Rockwood, Lacher and a few others 
scurried in Dusty's path leaving Dorsch 
and myself alone. While the former 65R 
busied himself at a few of those millions 
of incidentals all racers are burdened 
with, I glanced over the garage setup. 

The center of the arena, the work 
table, lay near floor-center, comprising a 
wooden bench upon which an entire 
machine could be placed for easy 
stripping and mending. Vices, sanders, 
tools, etc., were all placed within a two 
or three-step radius. Efficient, effective, 
but still roomy and neat. High up the 
paneled walls were shelves stuffed with 
a myriad of tires, tubes and rims. З 

A pair of red and white leathers 
displaying “22” hung on the wall just 
above a handbag and a Bell helmet bag 
in the corner which also housed another 
Triumph sporting Junior plates. Matt 
Falconer, the owner, has teamed up 
with tuner Bonner for aid and hints 
whenever Ron has time; but, mostly, he 
does the work himself. 

“This is just part of the layout,” 
Terry explained. “This is Ron’s garage. 
Mine’s next door. That’s where I keep 
most of my bikes and things.” Seeing 
the half-dozen “backup” machines, I 
soon learned another half-dozen or so 
were also stored next door, along with a 
sporty four-wheeler being reworked by 
one of Terry’s friends. 

Ron soon returned, giving Terry a 
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winner Terry Dorsch 
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break, so we retired to the backyard and 
straddled a short brick wall to chat. The 
tape recorder came out, but it didn’t 
bother him. All he said was, Now? Is it 
on?" “Yup.” He never acknowledged its 
presence from that point on. 

* * * 

CNW: Late 1971...that was the time 
for Terry Dorsch. Week after week, for 
five or six straight races, you won. 
Ascot, Corona, San Jose’s Race of 
Champions. Wherever you went you 
won. There was a reason, did you find 
it? 

Terry: Yeh, I 





think so. The bikes 


were running real good. Ron had the 
bikes tuned perfectly, and I had my 
head, shaped. I didn't have any problems 
to speak of and everything just clicked, 
It takes a lot of races to get in shape and 


when you're in shape, the better you 
feel. 

CNW: So then came the season-end 
Triumph cutoff... 

Terry: Pullout. They were giving me 
free parts for my 250 and 750 Triumph 
and they helped me to go to Houston in 
'71. That was with help from Pete 
Colman, he was.real good. Then they 
got some new people, a race manager, 
like that, and they had different ideas 
and it didn't hit off; and'they were 
having financial problems, too, and that 
didn't help. I like to keep my bikes 
fresh and those parts really mean a lot. I 
never was a salary rider; there's not 
many of them, All they did was help 
with gas money and parts. That's why I 
stuck around the West Coast a lot. 

CNW: Then, along came Norton with

somewhat the same setup, but now 
you’ve just recently broken ties with 
them. Why? 

Terry: It was all a verbal deal. I said 
‘Sure, I would like to try it. The Norton 
has promise," it had done well at 
Ascot and a few other tracks — ‘Sure, 
let’s get something together.’ So, we 
tried it with no contracts to speak of 
and they would, more or less, match my 
old setup with Triumph; that is, expense 
money and parts, They were really 
good people, helping out as best they 
could. 

But, the whole thing boiled down to 
the fact that the bike and I didn’t get 
along...something just didn’t work right. 
It was just a lack of time; time’s always 
a major factor. Like, right now. To get 
the Norton ready tonight would be 
impossible, and the Norton people are 
impatient and it’s not good for me to 
ride Triumph with Norton written all 
over my leathers. So, with their 
impatience and my wanting to win — I 
don't want to be an experiment man all 
year, a lot of guys throw it away that 
way and not wanting to be'a guy 
drawing a salary who can’t do anything 
about it. 

CNW: So, you 
broken all ties? 

Terry: Yes. But the relations were 
good. When we broke off they were 
very straighforward, no BS, and when 
we terminated our thing they were very 
understanding. It wasn’t one of those 
back-biting, dirty, no-good guy things, 
that kind of crap. So now I fully intend 
on campaigning my Triumph; I truly 
love my Triumphs, I’ve just.got to get 
them into a little better shape. But, 
now, I just get parts at a discount. 

CNW: Why -the allegiance to 
Triumph? 

Terry: When I was about eight years 
old, my stepdad got me on a Triumph 
Cub and from that we went to a 350 
Triumph to a 500 Triumph to ,a 650 
Triumph...1 was abeut 14 then. And 
then I went through the scrambles scene 
for about four or five years. I grew with 
the four-strokes. When I was a Novice 
(first-year pro), I tried a Bultaco and a 
Yamaha, but they weren’t quite up to 
my liking so I stuck with a 250 
Triumph, There was definitely a 
difference. 

CNW: So, did you ride the Novice 
ranks.on a Triumph? 


and Norton have 
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Pil... Peak, Colorado: despite problems, Terry takes time to smile. 


Terry: No, I got a letter; that's when 
you could get transferred pretty easy 
but not real easy. I think Skip Van 
Leeuwen, Dusty. Coppage and, Gene 
Romero signed the letter and I got 
transferred. I really appreciated it. So, I 
skipped the Novice ranks after I rode in 
them only about three or four times. 

CNW: What you're saying is that it's 
OK to skip the 250s and jump right into 
the bike ranks? 

Terry: No. No. No, going that way is 
OK, I think, If you go from a smaller 
bike with less horsepowér...you're just 
learning them, anyway, most of the 
guys are, more or less .and then you 
jump to the 40-incher and you make it 
just a part of the whole pattern like 
most of the guys have done before. But, 
when you start with a big machine and 
work backwards...well, it's just not the 
way to go. 

CNW: After a year in the Amateur 
ranks, you tumed Expert without much 
fanfare. Throughout 1971 you remained 
an “also-ran” leap-frogging between 
Corona and Ascot. Then, it happened. 
Things clicked, as you said, and 
bam-bam-bam, you started winning. It 
all led up to San Jose. Walking onto the 
track, did you think you were going to 
win; better yet, did you know you were 
the man to beat? 

Terry: No. 1 didn't..but I should 
have. This hurts me quite a bit. But, I 
got to get my head straight; boy, that's 
half the game, getting your head on 
straight. Yeh. To get your head on 
straight and say you’re gonna win this 
and not think about anyone else. But 
that’s hard to do. 

CNW: Then came the layover period. 
A new season dawns with Houston, No 
longer 65R but now 22, a National 
Number. What happened at Houston? 

Terry: That number bit doesn’t 
bother me too much. It’s a number, 
whether it’s 65R or something else. The 
motorcycle problem was there, though. 
We didn’t get the Norton running until a 
half hour before we left. It was the first 
time with the Norton and I was thinking 
more about the motorcycle than I was 
about the race. Then, after the heat 
race, Tom Rockwood came up to me 
and said, 'Hey, what happened to you? 
‘cause, I think, I only made the Semi 
and not the Main. ‘Hey, what 
happened? You know, you’re the man 
to beat.’ Well, the more I thought about 
it the more he was right. Like I was in 
the hunt because the same guys! beat at 
San Jose were there at Houston. But, 
with motor troubles, well... 

CNW: There, at Houston, the 
long-time Experts got shoved to the 
wayside by the fresh crop of first-year 
pros: Kenny Roberts, Gary Scott, Mike 
Kidd. Do you think Kenny or any of 
them can win the Grand National 
Championship? 

Terry: Kenny can, but I don't think 
he will. He's real successful now and 
he’s being smart. Like at San Jose 
(Mile), he didn’t overwork his machine 
and he finished, not blowing the whole 
thing away. Each person has his own 
things to say, but I don’t think he'll do 
it. But, I can't think of anyone up front 
right now who will; I can't put a finger 
on anybody. It's gonna be rough. 
Whoever gets it this year is going to earn 
it — that's for sure. And Jimi Rice; it 
depends upon what he's going to do. If 
he gets a road racer (the BSA pullout 
hurt him) and, well, second hand 
information is bad to relate, but what I 
heard is that he just wants ‘to: make 
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hinking more about the motorcycle than | was about the race."

money this year...which isn’t a bad idea. 

CNW: Now that you are strictly a 
privateer again, are you thinking about 
dropping off the circuit after this 
month’s trip back East? 

Terry: I’ve thought about it. There’s 
a couple of promoters back there who 
will help out with gas money, but when 
it comes to food and lodging, that’s out 
of our pockets. And that’s still a lot of 
money. But, winning a National. I’ve 
never done it; I’ve never really come 
close. There’s something about winning 
a National, I’m not in a hurry to do it; 
when. I win one-I don't-want it to be 
one where everyone falls down. I want a 
real win, and I won't be hurt if I don't 
get it. 

CNW: So, if you win back East, 
you'll stay on the circuit; if not, you 
won't? 

Terry: The whole, thing hinges on 
money, right? It’s all basic too, if I can 
make some bucks. If 1 don't win — or 
do well — Ill have to go back to work. I 
don’t work now...just race. 

CNW: But, if you did get a factory 
ride, wouldn’t you be a bit frightened in 
terms of the claiming rule, whereas now, 
as a privateer, you’re not faced with it 
too much? 

Terry: Basically, it’s a good rule. All 
around, the price is about right. The 
idea is right. Like in one of the papers it 
said that MV would come over and race 
if the claiming rule was thrown out. 
And that seems to be the thing we're 
trying to keep away from; keep the 


highly specialized things out. We don’t, 


want it to become like what happened 
in Europe. 

Of course, I only say what I read, and 
apparently they had a‘scene over there 
and that isn’t good. I think it’s a good 
rule..and Bailey's claim was a good 
thing, too. It shows that you can do it if 
you want too, It shows to the factory 
that their bikes are out there to be 
claimed if they have to be. A guy hot on 
road racing can go right out there and 
buy one if he wants to. But, a lot of it's 
with the rider too. 

CNW: Have you ever road raced? 

Terry: I’ve never ridden one. If I get 
the right equipment, yeh, maybe. By 
that, I mean the right equipment: the 
backing. You need factory equipment 
to do it right. You know, it's gotta be 
right. A guy goes out and buys a three 
cylinder Kawasaki or a Trident and he's 
not going to come up with a factory 
job, I don’t care what anybody says. 
But, if the factory is behind you, well, 
that’s a lot of it right there. Boy, you're 
not going to set the world on fire, but 
you're learning and you're better off 
than almost everybody else. Like Gary 
Scott. He's a privateer. I think that if 
Gary had the same equipment as, say, 
Kenny Roberís, or equipment that 
would hold up underneath him, I think 
he would be just the one to set the 
world on fire. 

ж * * 

Terry Dorsch set the world on fire 
last fall. This year, he’s scored points in 
only one National and faced mechanical 
problems at all of them, He’s switched 
from Norton to Triumph and back to 
Norton, etc., as many as four times at 
one race, trying to get the best 
equipment going. What it resulted in 
was placing Terry in somewhat the same 
position he was in at this time last year. 

But, this year, he knows one thing he 
didn't know last year. He can win, and 
win the big ones. Now, it's all a matter 
of time...

Dear Mr. Robinson: 

Last Memorial Day weekend was a 
motorcycle outing for my family. and 
friends, We were in the Anza Borrego 
area with a group of approximately 25 
persons, 10 of whom had motorcycles. 
All of the motorcycles were licensed, 
properly mufflered, their operators 
carried no wire cutters and as far as I 
can determine none were of the 
parentage you described in your letter 
to Mr. Sanford. 

On that three day weekend we drove 
over many trails and observed many 
other motorcyclists, none of whom 
disregarded private property signs, cut 
fences, frightened livestock or 
endangered autos or residents. I resent 
the inference that myself or any of my 
friends bear any resemblance to the 
people that you wrote about in your 
letter to Mr; Sanford. I further resent 
your position and that of your 
association in requesting stricter laws 
that will be more confining to the 
motorcycle rider. 

There are presently adequate. laws in 
the California Penal Code and the 
various County Ordinances. In ту 
opinion and in the apparent opinion of 
our lawmakers these laws are more than 
adequate to deal with the incidents of 
trespass that you describe. 

You are apparently confusing the 
need for legislation with that of 
inadequate law enforcement. I suggest 
you contact your local sheriff, highway 
patrol or other law enforcement agency 
and discuss your problem. If your law 
enforcement agency does not have 
sufficient personnel to enforce the laws, 
I suggest you support a special tax 
assessment of all the property owners to 
increase the number of enforcement 
people in your area. Mr. Robinson, the 
laws are there, all you need are the 
personnel to enforce them. 

I am sure that if you and your 
neighbors were burglarized during the 
Memorial Day weekend by male 
Caucasians between the ages of 25 and 
30, the solution to your problem would 
not be to restrict and confine all male 
Caucasians between the ages of 25 and 
30 to a concentration camp; you would 
contact your local police and ask’ for

THE PRIVATEER PAPERS 

Last week’s “National Papers”, which 
I noted was authored by Bob F. Read, 
(whom I unfortunately have not met), 
touched upon a subject that I was 
extremely concerned with a short time 
back. 

Mr. Read stated in the opening 
paragraphs of his dissertation that there 
was a certain hollowness in the theory 
that ‘today’s privateer racers cannot 
compete with the mighty factory teams. 
He documented the contribution by 
bringing to the public’s attention the 


fact that private machines have won 
four of the first seven National 


Championship events. 
As one of the original backers of the 
Privateer push, I cannot help but feel 


that the aforementioned theory is 
beginning to take оп hollow 
characteristics just as your author 
stated. However, the fact of that 


beginning trend makes me very proud in 
a number of ways. 

Following that train of thought, Mr. 
Read's assertion, that the factory 
salaries or bonuses extended to factory 
team riders have no effect on how fast a 
rider is, becomes a very valid one. 
However, if there were not a governing 
body to guide the rules properly, the 
monetary strength of the factory could 
very easily cause a monopoly in 
competition. And as your author hinted, 
the road-racing circuit is certainly one 
that gets a bit expensive. In most cases 
corporate subsidation can be extended 
further than that of a private individual. 

The only point where it appears that 
Mr. Read’s opinions are a bit shallow is 
the fact that perhaps he needed to

consider the possiblity that there have 
allegedly been instances when equality 
of equipment has been questioned. 

But then again, perhaps I’m wrong in 
that assumption, because I do remember 
that Mr. Read mentioned something 
about privateer king Bob Bailey and 
something about a claiming at the 
upcoming Ontario event. 

With all competitors living according 
to the same set of rules, I would think 
there would never be reason for another 
claiming. Oh well, maybe I've 
misconstrued the directives. of that 
particular paragraph.

HUGE CONDOR 
ENDURO REROUTE 


After three months of arduous course 
layout, the Dirt Diggers were forced to 
alter the course of the National 
Championship Red Garter Enduro. A 
condor, largest bird in North America 
with a 16 ft, wingspan, was spotted at 
Mt. Abel. Since this is a protected 
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species, the club moved the route so as 
not to disturb a potential nesting site. 
The winding through 125 miles of high 
desert, scrub pine and foothills will start 
at Ballinger Canyon, nestled in the 
Cuyama Valley of the Los Padres 
National Forest. 

The enduro should run over rather 
easy terrain and 80% are estimated to 
earn the unique finisher pin, if a condor 
doesn’t carry them off, All machines are 
required to have a  muffler/spark 
arrester, Due to USFS requirements, 
there is a limitation on entries so no 
posters are out, but post entries will be 
open. Powder Puffs, Father/Son and 
Club teams are welcome and expected, 

Seventy-six out of state, forty-nine 
NorCal and two Swiss Alpine riders are 
entered so this is a true National event. 
This is as close as California will ever get 
to an ISDT-type run. 

Second of July is the date, Ballinger 
Canyon is the place. This is a new 
enduro area, 16 miles from Maricopa, 
35 miles west of Gorman, 30 miles 
south of Taft, approximately 140 miles 
from L.A.

Dear Ron, 

In a triumph of vigor over journalistic 
accuracy, Cycle News printed last week 
(6/13), that the Penton team had won 
the Trask Mountain Manufacturer's 
Award. It turns out, however, that the 
OSSA team won the event. 

In your report to that effect this 
week, you've exhibited what I consider 
the epitome of tainted journalism, 
opinionated and mixed with a degree of 
inaccuracy. How would you justify 
running an ISDT qualifier event without 
using at least portions of the ISDT rules 
(i.e. Scoring)? The Penton team consists 
of- some of the finest riders in this 
country. They've ably represented the 
U.S.A. in the ISDT enough that they 
should be at least as familiar with the 
scoring as anyone else. 

Why not run your team at Trask 
Mountain like the Pentons did at Bad 
Rock? There's nothing wrong with 
doing it first, is there? Our OSSA team 
won the Trask Mountain event fair and 
square.- 

As for inaccuracy, there's no ISDT 
rule requiring riders to compete on 
different displacement machines, within 
a team, as you stated. The ISDT rules 
do require a Club Team to ride 
machines of different makes. I believe 
this is the rule you're referring to. 

It is your right to express your 
opinion, Ron, so long as it is labeled as 
such. It is your responsibility to report 
facts. It is vour readers' right to receive 
an accurate report: of the goings-on. 

You fil a very real need in the 
motorcycling media. Someone has to 
stand up and holler once in awhile to 
keep all of us on our toes. I do feel, 
however, that your credibility and 
importance will dwindle in 
direct proportion to the number of 
times you allow your enthusiasm to act 
as the industry’s ‘‘irritant’’.

INDIANAPOLIS, IND., June 11, 1972 
— Calvin Rayborn owns Indianapolis 
Raceway Park, except perhaps the 
3,000 foot front straightaway, which 
has been claimed by Don Garlits. The 
sad fact is that Cal has had to work a bit 
harder for maybe one-tenth the purse 
(compared with NHRA championship 
de in front of about one- fiftieth: as 
many spectators. 

Rayborn (H-D) has now won the 
Indy National four times in a row; '67, 
'68, '69 and this year. His only real 
competition was Yvon Du Hamel 
(Kaw), who had to pit on lap ten after 
running away from the rest of the field 
with sparking plug malady. 

DuHamel and Rayborn had each won 
their heats, but since the Canadian's 
time was nearly nine seconds faster, his 
early lead came as no surprise. Gary 
Nixon (Kaw) and Gary Fisher (Yam) led 
the drag race into the first turn with the 
advantage to Nixon going in and to 
Fisher coming out of the long 
right-hand sweeper and into the esses. 
DuHamel got away slowly, but after one 
lap he was closing rapidly on Fisher and 
moved to the front on the second lap. 
DuHamel began stretching out for the 
next four tours, but Rayborn had 
moved from fifth place to second in the 
same interim, Now it gets good. 

On the seventh lap Calvin had moved 

within hollerin’ distance of Yvon, and 
Masahiro Wada was on speaking terms 
with Calvin. Wada is employed by the 
Kawasaki folks as a test rider, He 
finished eleventh at Laconia last week, 
Meanwhile Ron Pierce was preparing to 
join the debate over second position. 
, Paul Smart and Gary Nixon were 
holding their Kawasakis in fourth and 
fifth spots during this period, but they 
weren't close enough to see the little 
puffs of blue smoke from DuHamel's 
bike when he got on and off the 
throttle. Rayborn, of course, noticed 
the pretty little clouds and moved up 
for a closer look. Into the straight on 
lap nine Calvin moved for Yvon's 
vacuum, but DuHamel twitched his 
machine to the left and hugged the pit 
wall to lead back into the twisties (and 
bumpies). This, of course, makes him a 
Canadian draft resistor. 

But DuHamel had obviously slowed, 
and Rayborm motored by him out of 
the carousel and into the left hander 
opening on the front straight. DuHamel 
pulled into the pits on the next lap for 
ignition repairs. For five laps he had run 
at 84.94 mph, a new lap record. 

Rayborn now held the lead and 
nobody got close enough to ask him to 
move over for the next hundred miles. 
DuHamel got back out in about

twentieth place and resumed riding 
rapidly. Twenty-five laps later he was in 
fifth place, but still over a half minute 
behind Rayborn. 

Third place became the focal point. 
Pierce and Fisher were disputing it some 


twenty seconds behind Rayborn. Wada _ 


ran into trouble somewhere and Fisher 
inherited second place, but Pierce was 
right on him, Fisher then fell off the 
pace as Pierce moved into second and 
Gene Romero and Paul Smart took over 
third and fourth. Pierce was hustling, 
but Romero was consistently building a 
margin of nearly two seconds per lap. 
Even by himself Calvin is fun to watch. 

Fisher moved back up to challenge 
Smart and Kel Carruthers (Yam) joined 
the crowd. As Pierce moved out, it was 
Smart, Fisher, Romero, and Carruthers; 
but Kel dropped out with a cracked 
manifold. One lap later Mark Brelsford 
(H-D) moved up to take his place in 
line. 

Fisher held in second for several laps 
when Pierce pitted and got back out in 
sixth spot. Fisher pitted two laps later 
and Brelsford was in second place, 
about 36 seconds behind Rayborn. 
Yvon DuHamel had now moved up into 

' fifth, fixing to smoke Pierce and Smart. 
That he did in short order, and was by 
Romero into third place on lap 42. On 
the next lap Brelsford coasted out with 
a bad throttle and DuHamel was second 
and moving very, very fast. 

Fisher had come out of the pits in 
fourth position, which he held for half a 
dozen laps until Gary Scott (Yam) got 
by. Neither could contest Romero for 
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Howard Lyngaard (7) and Jeff March battled for the Junior win down to th 
independently, they both crashed. So. . . De E EE ta

Yamaha is building a 125cc road 
racer which sells in Japan for 320,000 
yen (about $1700).

It puts out 23.5 bhp at 6000 R's and 
20.33 ft-lbs of torque at five and a half 
grand.

CYCLE RANCH TO CLOSE 

As of June 30 the Laguna Seca Cycle 
Ranch will cease its Operations as a 
public motorcycle recreation area, it 
was announced today. 

The Cycle Ranch which was first 
opened on July 3, 1971 is being closed 
due to the lack of support for this type 
of facility by local riders. Henry P. 
"Rip" McIntosh, IV, President of the 
Cycle Ranch stated, “our reason for 
opening the cycle ranch was to provide 
a safe and convenient place for local 
cycling enthusiasts to ride their 
machines. We felt that there was a 
demand in the area for this type of 
recreational area. Unfortunately, we 
guessed wrong, and we have not 
received the support from local riders 
which was needed to operate the facility 
on a break-even basis. The few riders 
who were regular customers will 
certainly be disappointed by our 
decision to close the park, but we 
simply cannot afford to continue 
running the operation at a loss. \ 

“Because of our committment to Bob 
Coleman and the Monterey County 
Mini-Bike Association, we will 
undoubtedly be reopening the Cycle 
Ranch on specific dates during the 
summer months for the conduct of 
MCMBA events, but only for such 
special events. 

“On July 1, the Cycle Ranch gates 
will be permanently closed to the 
public, and due to the liability factors, 
it will be necessary to strictly enforce 
the no trespassing signs which will be 
posted.” у 

McIntosh further stated, “I deeply 
regret the necessity to close the Cycle 
Ranch. While I realize that this will 
mean a loss to the community, I cannot 
continue this operation which has been 
a serious financial burden. I feel very 
strongly that Monterey County must 
have a place for motorcycle enthusiasts 
to ride their machines without causing 
damage to private property or a 
nuisance to property owners. It is 
indeed unfortunate that the Laguna 
Seca Ranch can no longer provide this 
community service."

Lightweight Review #3 


By Tom Culp 
The Noguchi motocross machine, 
while not a familiar name to most 
riders, bears a very familiar look: 


Yamaha. That’s because, Mr. Noguchi 
started with the 125 Yamaha and made 
his changes from there. A limited 
number of the specials will be marketed 
in the U.S. through Dirty Distributing. 

Mr. Noguchi is a familiar face at the 
Yamaha factory in Japan, having done 
considerable R & D for them over the 
past few years. His dealership 
substantiates his close ties with Yamaha 
as no fewer than 20 Yamaha 250 and 
350 roadracers sit on the showroom 
floor. In 1971, a few of his special 250 
and 360 motocross prototypes showed 
up around the country, having been 
brought in by various 
competition-oriented Yamaha dealers. 

The Noguchi special tested was 
basically a stock Yamaha 125 MX (the 
same ATM tested in CNW a few issues 
back) with the following external mods: 
shorter, less-padded seat, fiberglass 
fenders, redesigned 'glass side covers 
that double as number plates, Alloy 
rims, and a redesigned high expansion 
chamber. The frame, tank and triple 
clamps remain stock Yamaha items as 
do the hubs and other miscellaneous 
running gear. 

The real "trick stuff" that updates 
the Yamaha to Noguchi specs is out of 
sight, given away only by the larger 
28mm  Mikuni carb. These internal 
changes include a lighter mag of 
Noguchi design, modified combustion 
chamber, a chrome and alloy cylinder 
for better heat dissapation, a new piston 
and reed and manifold changes. The oil 
injection is also eliminated. АП this 
required new rod and bearings. The 
stock suspension had been reworked 
with an eye toward beefing up the 
components. 

Now, those of you with 125 Yamahas 
needn’t get upset because your Oriental 
MXers have been one-upped. All this 
comes in a kit form so you can do the 
number on your machine. 

Riding this little number bears out 
the efficiency of all these changes. While 
the weight saving of the mods is not 
great, every little bit helps and at 169 
dry pounds, you're getting down to 
competitive weight for a 125. A claimed 
30 horsepower is quite optimistic. I'll 
just say that it has a gang of power 
while on the pipe. The machine is very 
pipey and has no low end to speak of. 
As with most reed valve setups, it goes 
flat on the top end. You just have to 
keep it in that narrow power band and 
fly. 
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er allows deep breathing fo 





Redesigned air clean 


If you have the ability to ride over 
rough ground keeping it on the front 
side of that power curve, you've got a 
winner. On smooth courses, it could 
make a winner out of most any rider. 
Remember, the stock Yamaha was 
pretty good. Noguchi has just R & D’ed 
it ahead a few years to what future 
Yamaha lightweights might be. The 
limited supply of these bikes is your

major problem. You're not likely to pop 
down to a dealer and get it.

Very fast sand washes lead into 
tricky hillclimbs and turns, then drop 
back down into more of the rough, fast 
stuff, The mud is just where you don’t 
want it (what else is new?), in the off 
camber turns and at the bottom of some 
nice, steep hills. 

It’s really, a helluva course, and the 
owners boast they’ve figured-out 120 
different course variations, so 
sponsoring organizations should be able 
to advertise along the “never been 
raced” vein at least that many times. , 

You can say one thing for sure about 
Arroyo: it’s a true motocross track, not 
just a jazzed-up Scrambles or TT track 
like so many of the others around. 

It’s also being built to 
permanent building with showers, towel 
rental, etc. is in the works, as is a bike 
storage facility. They also have a course 
mascot named George Coyote who eats 
rocks, 

He’ll never go hungry at Arroyo, as 
several riders who got off hard should 
be willing to testify. If it’s any 
consolation, the nearest hospital is only 
twelve minutes away by meat wagon, 
and Arroyo picks up the tab. for the 
ride. 

That was no real problem Sunday, as 
everyone who got off seemed fit enough 
to limp away. Forty percent trophies 
and a $500 purse for the Experts had 
the hotshoes hanging it out all over the 
course, and competition was so tight 
that both the 125 and Open Experts 
had ties for first place. 

In the Open Expert bash, Brian 
Brecker (Hus) and L. Peterson (CZ) 
fought it out to a tie finish and a split 
purse. Instead of the $80 winner’s 
money, they had to settle for $65 each, 
a split of first and second money.

In the last issue of CNW, we 
described the Rickman Zundapp as a 
ready to go racer, but in the current 
upward-spiralling 125 horsepower race, 
being ready to race does not always 
make a bike a consistent winner. The 
man who has done the most for the 
lightweight racers from England in 
terms of performance is E.C. Birt, 
Precision Cycle's tuner emeritus and 
grand guru. ; i 

People even advertise that their 
Rickmans have been tuned by him; he 
does the Team Rickman machines for 
BSA, all of the speediest blue fiberglass 
scooters in the West have the E.C. Birt 
imprint somewhere on the engine. There 
is almost a mystique about E.C. and his 
superprepared Rickmans. Close 
inspection and conversations reveal that 
the mystique is nothing really magical 
but, like most things in life that are 
good, a mixture; of clear thought, hard 
work, and an honest dedication not to 
do a halfway job once you've figured 
out the right way to do it. The stock 
Rickman Zundapp is a good lightweight 
racer, E.C. Birt makes them better, and 
very, very rapid. 

We were offered for 
inspection a 100cc Zundapp 
piston-ported engine in a Rickman 
frame and a 125cc mill with a Stage III 
setup, which includes a reworked head, 
extensive porting and a reed valve 
conducting the flow from a newly 
designed 30mm Bing, essentially a 
reduced scale version of the 36mm 
Bings on the Huskies and Maicos. The 
125 had the Grand Prix engine which is 
a basic 15 HP unit with a heavier duty 
gearbox and beefed up crank, thereby 
eliminating the crank failure sustained 
by the highly tuned 12 HP (stock) 
motors which were basically designed as 
“boy racers” in England. 

This engine is contained in the new 
Rickman, designated Code’8, which also 
has a number of other changes including 
a new rear brake assembly with a snail 
cam adjustment, cutaway engine case to 
allow for easier gearing changes and a 
shift lever and kickstarter which. lay 
inside the cutaway case, imstead of 


test and 


sticking out as do the previous models, 
including the CNW test bike. 

E.C. is not dogmatic about any piece 
of equipment where performance is

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concerned, Reed valve setups have been 
done. with the Bings or with 28mm 
Mikunis. He was the first to implement 
the reed valve setup on the Zundapp 
engine. It does make building an engine 
more expensive, in addition to the 
added maintenance required. 

The Precision Cycle Rickmans have 
more than just engine work to improve 
performance, if you want it and are 
willing to pay for it, but more about 
that later. There is one rule in preparing 
a complete racer from the Rickman 
Zundapp: You get what you pay for. 
There doesn't seem to be any way of 
escaping that hard fact of life. 


METHODS OF PERFORMANCE 
STAGE 1. The most basic performance 
modifications and the safest for the 
home tuner involve the piston only. 
Leave the cylinder alone if you want 
increased performance that you 'can 
probably do yourself, without 
compromising reliability or increasing 
maintenance requirements. The 
Zundapp barrel is hard chromed and it's 
not easy to avoid chipping or peeling 
the chrome, unless you have specific 
knowledge and tools. Refer to Fig. 1 for 
the Stage I mods. The following work, 
alone, should result in about a 10976 
increase in horsepower. Remove the 
head but leave the piston in for the

to cushion the final drive and take a load off the 
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Z(und)APP INTO RICKMANS 


following: 

1. Scribe a distance of 1.850 inches, 
centered on the middle of the exhaust 
port on the top of the piston. 

2. Run the piston down to BDC, and 
mark the transfer ports as diagrammed. 


3. Remove the barrel. 

4.Take a convex file and file off the 
leading edge where you've marked the 
ports to a depth of .030 to .040 inch. 
The edge of the piston should be 
tapered as pictured in Fig. 2. 

5.If you want more top end, just work 


on the exhaust side. If more top end 
and mid-range is desired, file down the 
areas above the exhaust and transfer 
ports, as described. 
6.If you already have a piston ported 
engine, take another .100 inch off the 
leading edge of the piston. If not, leave 
it alone, 

If you do have an engine that is

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already piston ported, you can take the 
head to a good machinist and have .080 
inch taken off the base of the cylinder 
head. This applies to the older 12.5 HP 
engines only and raises the compression 
ratio to about 13:1. If you have one of 
the newer 15 HP engines, take off only 
.020 for the same results. There's no 
great gain in doing the above unless you 
have already opened up the ports, or 
had it done right.

STAGE ll. The next stage of tuning, is 
you're such a shoe that you're not 
satisfied with the above results (done 
right), involves both piston and cylinder 
modification. This set-up includes a 
cylinder porting job. But be warned, it's 
a gamble to risk ruining your cylinder, 
but the result is about a 50% 
horsepower increase from the 125. 

A word of caution on trying to cut 
the chrome-lined Zundapp cylinder: it’s 
hard, and requires a carbide cutter. If it 
slips or jumps, forget it. The edges of 
the enlarged cylinder ports have to be 
polished with Cratex to blend the edges 
smoothly since you have now cut away 
the overlapping chrome flashings which 
previously ran into the ports and 
prevented ring catching, etc. 

E.C. roughens the intake ports to 
help better atomize the incoming fuel 
charge. The exhaust ports, in contrast, 
are polished for a smooth outflow. 
Refer to Fig. 3 for dimensions of the 
port work, 

If you do both the piston and 
cylinder porting, a very rapid, high 
horsepower, pipey engine is the usual 
result. It's not something that amateurs 
can ride very easily. If you do one or 
the other (From a pocketbook 
standpoint, stick with the piston.) you 
have an engine that won’t load up and 
isn’t pipey; a good compromise for most 
amateur riders. 

REED VALVE MOD. 

By itself, E.C. figures that installing a 
reed valve on the Zundapp is good for 
about 20% on the top end. That’s 
without making any other modifications 
to the stock engine. Two styles of 
piston porting are possible to give a 
comparable increase in lower end with 
the reed valve: 

1) Remove .550 inch off the intakes 
side of the piston skirt. Put the piston 
back in and install the reed valve with 
the chosen performance carb. See Fig, 
4. This is relatively simple and reliable. 

2) Remove .100 inch of the piston 
skirt, as above. Drill two holes of the . 
dimensions specified in Fig. 5 with their 
centers .050 inch off the center line of 
the piston. These ports (newly created) 
now feed directly into the reed valve. 
This is a very high performance 
modification which should be inspected 
after each race, since cracks tend to 
develop between the holes and the 
cut-off skirt, Method one is, obviously, 
less hassle =-

Well, actually there is more you can 
do to wring the last ounce of power and 
performance out of the pint-size 
powerhouse. Call it STAGE III-A and 
prepare for a permanent reed valve 
set-up on your Rickman Zundapp. An 
additional transfer port can be cut at a 
30 degree plane from the vertical 
directly into the reed cavity. See what it 
looks like in Fig. 6. 

Your engine stays this way unless you 
later plug up the hole, a tedious process. 
It’s an additional boost port taking a 
smooth flow of fuel charge into the 
cylinder and, like the name says, it 
boosts. This, plus the other Stage III 
mods is a total BTTW racing package. 
You will have one very fast Rickman. 

- There’s no apparent end to how far 
you can go to produce the ultimate 
lightweight racer given time and bread, 
particularly the large sacks of gold.

Take a stock 
Rickman Zundapp and add about 
$1700 over a nine month gestation 
period and the result is the machine you 
see on these pages, decked out in paint 
by Molly. 


If you're interested in what’s 
possible, the following items are some 
of the work that went into making this 
125 something close to the final 
expression of the tuner's art in the 
lightweight field. 

For openers, the front of the frame 
was heavily gussetted and an extra 
support ring was installed to keep the 
forks from loosening during MX 
competition. The frame was replated 
and polished after the welding was 
complete. The engine had a GP crank 
installed for reliability along with an 
old-style gearbox, which is both lighter 
and is closer ratio. 

All moving parts in the engine have 
been plated with a superhard chrome 
compound to reduce internal friction by 
an estimated 15%. The scooter has a 
Motoplat ignition, a novelty for the 125 
Zundapp but something that is in the 
offing for stockers. The bore has been 
taken out to 55mm and the head 
reworked to fit the characteristics of 
this particular engine. 

It breathes through a 30mm Bing 
with a reed valve. The Yamaha rear

The frame was also gussetted at the 
shock mounts to prevent any frame 
tweaking from loads transmitted 
through the Koni shocks. Whew! Are 
you ready for all that? E.C. Birt was and 
he'll do it for a price and the challenge, 
the challenge of doing it right and 
building the fastest Rickmans in the 
West. Maybe, just maybe, the fastest 
125s anywhere. 

Is it all worth it? If you're really 
serious about winning, or your sponsor 
is, and you're good enough, then it 
definitely is. All that Stage III trick 
stuff does make a difference. Though 
not expert riders (or we wouldn't be 
noosepaper guys), the CNW staff gets on 
a lot of different bikes and knows the 
feel. To a man, every test rider stated in 
agreement that the Birt-prepared 125 
Rickman had all the speed and power of 
a 250 European motocrosser in close to 
stock trim, When you wick it, it 
immediately feels like a 250 and the 
pipiness is converted to something more 
like a surge of power, It’s a lot of work 
to get it that way, but it’s a very 
impressive motor.

Amateur and 
Professional races! : 
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The ISDT .By Ron Schneiders 

The AMA just recently announced 
that their proposed site for the 1973 
ISDT would be Massachusetts, home of 
the Berkshire Trial, rather than Fort 
Hood, Texas as planned some months 
ago. This came on the heels of the 
announcements that the Fort Hood 
qualifying round for the ISDT had been 
cancelled and the Silver States Trial, our 
own District 37 effort was cancelled. 
This has caused considerable 
disappointment to the promoting 
organizations and a fair loss of money. 
It has been a blow to the ego of many 
Southern Californians and Texans. A lot 
of people are wondering just what 
happened. 

Taking first the matter of our own 
District 37 effort, the Silver State Trial, 
the simple fact was that there weren’t 
any entries. Depending upon who was 
talking, there were between 20 and 75 
entries when the entries officially 
closed.This is 30% less than signed up 
for the Bad Rock Trial which was held 
in Eastern Oregon, about as far from 
civilization as one can get and still 
remain in the continental United States. 
Of those who signed to ride the Silver 
State, many were from the East, 
notably the Pentons. Southern 
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The views expressed in this column are solely 
those of the author and do not necessarily 
reflect the official position of Cycle News 
West or C&S Publishing Co. 


Californians stayed away in droves. 
There were many obvious reasons for 
the lack of support. The Las Vegas 
Desert is a miserable place to ride in the 
middle of the summer; the entry fee 
($35.00) was steep for private riders; 
and Las Vegas is a long way , from Los 
Angeles. 

But more important than any of 
these, I think, is that Southern 
California just doesn't have a core of 
ISDT type riders. Out of our huge 
population, we have precisely four, 
riders who are unquestionably qualified 
for ISDT competition: Malcolm Smith, 
Lars Larsson, Gene Cannady, and Steve 
Hurd. Behind them are maybe 20 others 
who would do well if things went their 
way, and then there is nobody. The 
results of the five qualifying rounds held 
so far and previous ISDT events bear 
out this gloomy analysis. Only Malcolm 
and Lars have been consistently in the 
top spots. 

With as many Husqvarnas as are sold 
here in California, in the recent Bad 
Rock Trial, two of the Husqvarna team, 
which took second place, were

But it’s fun, and racing is 
getting so damn serious these days that 
too many of us have forgotten it’s 
supposed to be fun. 

Southern California is losing a great 
guy now that Mike Jackson of Norton 
Villiers is returning home, the “British 
Embassy" as we call N-V won't be the 
same without him, but he'll be back 
from time to time. 

Mike made quite a splash in riding 
desert on one of his own brands, A-Jay, 
and certainly did well. Our private 
English joke is that when he came here, 
fresh from the terrors of European 
motocross and English trials, our 
District wanted to make him a Novice. 
Very embarrassing, but strings were 
pulled and he got a chance at the big 
boys. Didn't do so badly either, 
especially with his performances in the 
Barstow-to-Vegas and Elsinore. 

The California desert is what 
impressed Mike most about his stay in 
this country, as it had previous 
Europeans. "Being able to go flat out 
for just miles and miles, astounding!" 
he says, “Nothing like it in the world.” 
Derek Rickman found it even more 
mind boggling, ‘I looked around and 
for miles there wasn’t a house or 
anything in sight. It scared me and I 
thought, ‘What if something goes wrong?’ 
but then as I was going along with all 
these other chaps, they’d stop if 
something did and I began to enjoy it.” 

At the time he was leading a Hare and 
Hound so don’t believe all the tales you 
hear of having to “read” desert before 
you get to be good. If you’re a top 
rider, you'll be in front regardless of 
terrain. Ride Trials, then nothing will 
Scare you as you'l have complete 
control of your mount.

Bohn. Compare this pitiful situation 
with that of the East. The victorious 
Penton team hasn’t even run the same 
team in any twò consecutive Trials, and 
yet they’ve won three of the five events 
and done well in the other two. Their 
one team has more qualified riders than 
we have.in the entire region. (In the 
various trials they've had Billy Uhl, 
Tom, Jeff, and Jack Penton, Dick 
Burleson, Doug Wilford, and Bob 
Grodzinski on the trade team.) The 
Yankee Team from New England has 
almost as much depth. Note that I am 
comparing individual teams with the 
entire Southern California region. If I 
were to compare the New England area, 
or the Great Lakes area, with California, 
the results would be too depressing for 
words. 

As we move away from consideration 
of the top spots, the situation gets 
worse and worse. The Berkshire was 
limited to qualified riders,- the 
equivalent of Class A enduro riders. 
they had to turn away well over 100 
qualified applicants. In spite of the fact 
that it was by far the toughest event 
held in the U.S., there were a lot of 
finishers. Here we can't even get 
entrants, let alone finishers. 

As I see it, there are two problems. 
'The first is that our enduros, unlike the 
eastern enduros, do not produce riders 
who are capable of doing well in the 
ISDT. Desert enduros lack appropriate 
terrain challenge and machine challenge. 
It might be expected that riders who see 
no more than an occasional six-inch 
water splash would be unprepared for 
two or three days of riding in a 
downpour such as occurred in the St. 
Louis qualifying round, and that they 
would have little idea of what is 
necessary to prepare a machine to 
withstand the onslaught of mud that 
destroys chains in one day, clogs 
carburetors and ruins wheel bearings, 
such as is the case at Berkshire. At Trask 
Mountain none of these were a real 
problem. The Special Tests at Trask 
Mountain were basically on fireroads 
such as we have in the Angeles and Los 
Padres forest only a few miles from 
home. Only Gene Cannady and Lars 
Larsson from our area came within 100 
bonus points of the top scoring Dick 
Burleson. 

The real irony of this situation is that 
ten to fifteen years ago Southern 
Californians were the ISDT leaders. 
They were riding fireroads and woods 
trails then, and no one could beat guys 
like Bud Ekins, Eddy Mulder and Al 
Rodgers. Bud, as you might recall, won 
the first Gold medal for the U.S. Now 
there are few riders in the area that even 
have any idea of how an ISDT is run, let 
alone know how to set up for it. 

With this small selection of qualified 
riders and no events of this type in the 
area, it follows that there is not much of 
a pool of organizing talent. To run an 
ISDT-type event you need people who 
can run Time Control checks, Secret 
field checks, Special Tests with split 
second accuracy, do the scrutineering 
and catch flagrant violators, run sound 
tests and do the very complicated 
scoring. Does anybody in this area know 
anyone who has performed even one of 
those tasks? If you think that people 
can be trained during the event for these 
functions with sátisfactory results, I 
suggest that you talk to the organizers 
of any of the qualifying rounds held so 
far. Of course, setting up the course is 
an art in itself. An art I might mention 
that is fully mastered by only one man 
in the entire country: Al Eames. 

Given these conditions, we run 
headlong into the second problem. 
Since there are so few riders here who 
know what they're doing and so little 
talent for running the event, you would 
think that we would start off with a 
small event that would help familiarize 
both riders and workers with the 
procedures. But no. In typical California 
fashion, we have to have a Trial that is 
bigger and better than the Berkshire 
first time out. The whole town of Las 
Vegas is to be involved and a coliseum is 
to be rented for the impound area. 
Never mind that you are asking riders to 
participate in something they know 
nothing about hundreds of miles from 
home. Charge the highest entry fee in 
the country. Lay out five hundred miles 
of trail. Make it three days instead of 
two. Never mind that only one man 
(Max Switzer) knows the area. It takes 
Al Eames all year long to lay out the 
Berkshire on trails he knows like the 
back of his hand. Surely Max Switzer 
can do it in three months. And to top it 
all off, have a mandatory tire changing 
test, for riders who can't reliably change 
a tire in their own garage. 

And what about people to help with 


the thing? Some months ago when the 
project was first announced, I wanted to 
get some clubs involved so that there 
would at least be some warm bodies 
working on it. I was told, by Lynn 
Wineland that I could not even bring the 
question up at District 37. He said it 
was a Board of Directors function and, 
as such, the body had nothing to do 
with it. Somebody might ask the Board 
of Directors where they got the money 
for the initial effort. There were lots of 
plane trips, printing, meals and what 
have you that somebody paid for. Since 
it was purely a Board of Directors 
function maybe they split up the loss? 
Anyway it was cancelled due to a 
lack of entries. Maybe the riders have 
better sense than some of our leaders. 
With this analysis of the District 37 
effort, consider Fort Hood. To my 


knowledge only two riders from Texas’ 


have even entered a Qualifying round. 
There has never been anything remotely 
like an ISDT event held there. Their 
enduros are in an even more primitive 
state of development there than they 
are here. Who would run the event? The 
army .was involved and they would 
furnish labor. Great. But what about 
talent? They asked Al Eames if he 
would come down and run the event for 
them. One of AI's assets in laying out 
the Berkshire is that he knows all the 
people in the area and has secured 
permission to use the trails that he has 
painstakingly developed over the years. 
Of what use is this in Texas? Besides he 
has spent a good portion of his life 
grooming the area and tlie people in 
Massachusetts for the eventual day 
when the U.S. would be privileged to 
hold an ISDT. Is he to throw all this 
down the drain and start over in Texas 
with only a year to work? To say 
nothing of the neccesity for giving up 
his job and uprooting his family. To 
even ask that of him was presumption 
beyond belief, but colossal gall seems to 
be the one item that ‘the AMA has in 
copious quantities, Al simply said no. 
I'd have told them to go to hell. That 
left Mike Vancil to run the ISDT. That's 
the only bit of humor I can find for this 
column. 

Vancil showed up at Berkshire with 
two soldiers from Texas. They were to 
have something to do with the Fort 
Hood show. Everytime I saw them they 
were looking kind of grim. I don't 
blame them. They were motocrossers 
and I don’t think they even had much 
of an idea of what was going on, let 
alone how to successfully bring it off in 
the Lone Star state. 

The reason the AMA gave for the 
sudden shift in plans was that the 
Berkshire terrain was more in keeping 
with the ISDT tradition. This could 
hardly have come as any startling 
revelation. Variation in terrain is the 
hallmark of the ISDT and there isn’t 
much at Fort Hood. Neither is there any 
variation in weather conditions which 
plays such an important part in the 
success or failure of the ISDT teams. It’s 
hot and flat. Terrainwise, they could 
probably hold a better ISDT in 
Saddleback Park. They knew all this 
before they ever selected the site in the 
first place. Everyone involved had been 
to both places. 

The reason the Berkshire wasn’t 
selected in the first place was that the 
Berkshire territory isn’t AMA territory. 
The events run there have not had AMA 
sanctions in the past years and it was 
only by finding some little club that 
doesn’t even participate in the Berkshire 
and getting them to "sponsor" the event 
that the Berkshire had AMA sanction 
this year. Al Eames permitted it so that 


AMA riders would have the benefit of © 


the AMA insurance. All the important 
events in New England are sanctioned 
by the New England Sports Committee 
which has no ties with the AMA. The 
reason for the switch back to the 
Berkshire was that” they had no 
reasonable alternate choice. Thank God 
someone in the AMA had the foresight 
and guts to make that decision. 

The Berkshire has its difficulties as an 
ISDT site. Most important is a lack of 
housing for all the people who will 
attend the event. Having been there, I 
don’t feel this is critical. They may well 
have to provide bus transportation from 
Springfield which is 40 miles away for 
spectators, or change the headquarters 
to someplace nearer Springfield, but 
there’s certainly adequate housing there. 
Besides, if we run a good event with 
inadequate housing I’m sure we will be 
forgiven. The best housing in the world, 
though, won’t make up for an event 
everyone feels is a fiasco. And that was 
the predictable outcome of the Fort 
Hood venture. The AMA has made one 
correct move; let's hope they continue 
in that direction.

AMA TO APPEAR AT TEN 
FORUMS ON LAND USE 


Chet Winter, Director of Legislation . 


of the American Motorcycle Association 
has announced AMA involvement in ten 
major forums on land use to be 
conducted during late June and early 
July. The meetings, called by the United 
States Department of the Interior, are 
public forums designed for the purpose 
of gathering information with respect to 
the views of the various sectors of the 
nation on outdoor recreation needs and 
opportunities. 

Winter states, "It can be assumed that 
the views expressed at these meetings 
will be considered by the Department of 
the Interior in its implementation of 
Executive Order 11644 concerning 
recreational vehicles and land use. 
Consequently, the American Motorcycle 
Association certainly would not miss 
such an opportunity to speak on behalf 
of the 4,000,000 Americans who enjoy 
the sport and hobby.” 

AMA spokesmen will present a 
statement at meetings at Denver, June 
23; Boston, June 29; Philadelphia, June 
27; Atlanta, June 27; Detroit, June 29; 
St. Louis, June 27; Dallas-Fort Worth, 
June 29; Portland, June 27; San 
Francisco, June 29; and Washington, 
D.C., June 11. 

The statement, to be published in a 
special supplement on the environment 
in the July issue of AMA News, will be 
preprinted and distributed to 
government officials and other 
individuals present at the forums. 

Winter states, “The statement, which 
is a general comment on the philosophy 
of motorcycle land use, emphasizes the 
ability of responsible motorcyclists to 
educate and police themselves, 
encourages organization within the

Involvement at the forums is part of 
the American Motorcycle Association’s 
response to Executive Order 11644 
which has included the broad 
distribution of posters, leaflets and 
petitions since February of this year. 


AMA CONTRIBUTES TO 
HELMET LAW COURT TEST. 
As part of its continuing 


committment to combatting mandatory 
helmet laws for motorcyclists 
throughout the United States, the 
American Motorcycle Association has 
made available the sum of $2,000 to be 
used for preparation of a constitutional 
court test on the issue to be heard soon 
in the Massachusetts district federal 
court. 

Presentation of the contribution was 
made June 11 in a ceremony preceeding 
the 100-mile AMA road race National 


Championship at Loudon, New 
Hampshire, to Charles Simon, the 
Foxboro, Massachusetts, motorcyclist 


who filed the action February 15. 

In his formal complaint, prepared by 
the Boston law firm of Crane, Inker and 
Oteri, Simon, a cyclist for more than 25 
years, asks for a permanent injunction 
against enforcement of Massachusetts’ 
five-year-old mandatory helmet statute 
and for a declaratory judgment on the 
constitutionality of the issue. The 
complaint argues that the helmet law 
violates tenets of both the first and 
ninth amendments and the Due Process 
and Equal Protection clauses of the 
fourteenth amendment to the 
constitution. 

The complaint, which lists 
Massachusetts Governor Francis 
Sargent, State Attorney General Robert 
Quinn, State Motor Vehicle Registrar 
David J. Lucey and State Secretary of 
Public Safety Richard E. McLaughlin as 
respondents, is expected to be heard by 
a three-judge panel. 

A spokesman for Simon’s attornies 
has expressed optimism for the 
favorable outcome of the issue which, if 
allowed by the court, will set a 


precedent which should facilitate the 
overturn of similar laws in other states.
